Here 


the three bodies which were the first 
to be .brought out were laid. 
Grief 


stricken . men; women and 
children 


formed a great circle about them. 


Poor Little Dickip Buckles. 


Two of the bodies we're quickly iden- 


tified. 


"Why, I know the Ind; It's poor little 


Dickie Buckles," exclaimed a miner. 


"Yes, it's Dickie, the stable boy" said 


another looking at.the lad's face. 


Old man Stearns, an invalid, -whose 


only boy is among the missing, limped 
to the outer fringe ot the .crowd. He 
has haunted the mine since Saturday. 
The widow of Louis Gibhs, the next 
one identified, was ill at her home as 
he was recognized by his comrades. 


There were many women but then; 


were more children. With their heavy 
shawls about their heads they pushed 
their way to where the bodies lay and 
'one after anotht- turned away, sorn«> 
weeping, others, past the relief of 
tears, with' the dumb look of hopeless 
grief In their eyes. 
Many scattered 


about the yards and switches. to be1 


alone many with their wondering chil- 
dren clinging to their skirts. 


As Bad as Messina.

Protected the Boy. 


William Redmond, a Chicago fire- 


man, who aided in dragging McMuIlin'^ 
body from the mine told the story of 
the discovery, after he had seen the 
grief-stricken wife 'taken away.

that, little boy in there his son?" asked 
Redmond of McMuIlin's brother. ' 


'Tvo. he had no son" was the reply. 
"Well, he had that little boy clasped 


in -his nrms when we found them" 
said-Redmond. "The boy's arms were 
around, his neck and the man clasped 


• the boy to his breast. The man had on 


a black sweater and this ho had pulled 
over his face ns though he had 'tried to 
protect himself from suffocation.

little lad's head was tucked down un- 
der the man's coat. That Is the way 
they died. The two were found about 
a -hundred feet 
from the shaft.

suppose that man hnd been carrying 
the lad and trying to get him to tho 
alrshaft." 


Fought Fire Inch by Inch. 


The fire in tho mine near the shaft 


is now entirely extinguished. 
Great 


credit for the task was given to Chi- 
cago firemen by Thomas Steele, su- 
perintendent of the mine, who went 
into the galleries with them early to- 
day. 
"They fought that fire Inch by 


inch." said Steele. "After we had been 
down there nearly two hours befor? 
daylight I thought it was Ions enough 
for one effort and started to gx> back. 
1 sold the firemen to come hack to rest. 
They refused to come and kept on 
driving the fire hack. The;- stayed in 
that yallery for two Anil a. half "hours 
and did hot leave It until every trace 
of flre In the vein had be»n put out." 


The condition of the bodies so far 


recovered show clearly that the men 
died from suffocation and - that they 


had been dead several days. 
Inspec- 


tor Steelc declared that his assertion 
that death came to every man in the 
mine before sundown ot Saturday, the 
day of the tire, is clearly demonstrated 
by the disclosures. 


Water was poured Into the mine 


during the fire without quenching It. 
The water was converted into river's 
on the floors of the veins where lay 
tlu> dead. 
The 
heat 
of the names 


boiled the.water and in it were cook- 
f-d the bodlc-s of the miners. That they 
did not die by fire Is evident, because 
the clothing was not even scorched. 


Disputes Over Identification. 


Much confusion arose over the iden- 


tification of 
tho 
dead. Though the 


rescuers described the body of Mc- 
Mullln as that of the man who clasped 
the boy In his arms, the boy was 
claimed by the sister of Alfred Kroll, 
15 years old. a trapper, and they also 
have identified another of the bodies 
as that of his father, henry Kroll, G2 
years old. The sister of Alfred de- 
clared there could be no mistake. "It 
Is papa and Alfred." she said weep- 
ing. 
"I know papa was trying to save 


my little brother. 
They died in each 


others arms. 
The identification was 


reported to the undertakers and- Mrs: 
Kroll lias claimed the bodies. There Is 
no doubt about the Identification of 
McMullin, but another body, at first 
thought to have been Lewis GIbbs, is 
thought to be Kroll. The hoy's body, 
first identified as Richard Buckles, Is 
the body claimed by Mrs. Kroli as that 
of her son. 


Bring Up Body of a Hero. 


The fifth body brought to the' sur- 


face before noon was one of the volun- 
teer rescuers who went down Satur- 
day afternoon after the fire broke out. 
He was Charles Waite, 35 years old, 
married, and was .a night boss In the 
third vein,

Waite was loitering about the mouth 


of the-shaft. Saturday when .the-alarm 
of fire came up from below. 'lie rush- 
ed to the cage and was lowered. In 
a few minutes the1 hoisting, engineer, 
alarmed -at getting no signal, pulled 
up 'the cage. 
It was empty. .- Waite, 


on descending, had walked off Into one 
of the galleries.. That he: struggled 
against'great-'odds', arid' actually:wa'lk- 
ed Into the fire in which he perished, 
-was'shown'by-the burned condition 
of his. body. The. only way-he could 
be identified was by a jack-knife 'found 
in one of his pockets. 


Fire Almost Conquered. 


The St. Paul-mine.had almost.been 


conquered 
this • rhorning, 
mine1 in- 


spectors and geological experts stated 
after an all day and night .battle, in 
clearing the shafts 
of 
the burning 


mine, and early today Chicago -fire- 
men and a^group of miners penetrat- 
ed the dismal depths of the galleries 
and for two hours and a half fought 
the .smouldering fire. At 6 o'clock-a 
second group of miners -and railroad 
men entered the ' mine. 
All of them 


were working' without oxygen hel- 
mets or apparatus and_they suffered 
no ill effect 
from • noxious gases or 


smoke. -The firemen, while struggling 
in the 'dark tomb of the Cherry, dis- 
covered in the second vein a pile of 
bodies. 
How soon these bodies' can 


be recovered is uncertain, because the 
east portion of the gallery in which 
the fire originated is badly caved in 
and debris will have to be. taken out 
and timbers erected to' Insure safety 
to the workmen. 


Take Hose ,in the Mine. . 


. In the 'west portion of the gallery 
the fire still was burning, the firemen 
succeeding in getting into the vein 
with leads of hose for a-distance of 
fifty feet. James O'Conner, a fireman 
from Chicago, 
who 
is with -engine 


company 40, sent here to'aid in the 
battle against the underground flames 
emerged from the main shaft early to- 
day and declared that it was his be- 
lief that the fire would be extinguish- 
ed before many hours. 
O'Conner saw 


a pile of human bodies in the wreck- 
age of the gallery 'running from the 
main shaft to the air shaft and also 
saw bodies lying in heaps in the west 
vein, where the fire still was burn 
ing. 


Early in the morning after the fire- 


men had made their first descent and 
had turned streams of water into -the 
galleries without leaving the cage, the 
fire in the west vein appeared to be 
raging. 


Mine' Inspector. James Taylor, who 


yesterday declared 
that he and his 


comrades would enter the mine or die 
in the attempt, 
said 
after 
he had 


spent nearly the entfre night-in. the' 
mine, that he believed the mine would 
be penetrable before many hours. 


Saw Many Bodies. 


"We saw a lot of bodies piled'up in 
the east vein of the second \-alley," he 
said.

vein also, where he fire is now. - We 
got Into this for a distance of'fifty 
feet and were able to use the hose. 


"The bodies we saw were nowhere 


where we could get at them. I think 
the flre is out."

OVER 75 YEARS AGO 


Some Overlooked When the 


Dead Were Removed 


in 1837.

Human- bones, skeletons of ' men and 


women who lived and died in For 
Wayne more than .seventy-five year. 
ago, were unearthed this • nWnlng bj 
workmen who were excavating for the 
basement of a residence to be erectec 
west of the county jail, and between 
that structure and Harrison street. 


There were five of the skeletons, an_. 


.whether they are of red or, white men 
is not known. History makes it cer 
tain, however, that the bones are thos 
of persons of pioneer days. 
Many o 


the bones were badly disintegrated 
some of them almost entirely gone, 'bu 
the skulls and larger bones "were mon 
nearly intact. Of the coffins in 'which 
they were buried there - alone remain 
traces of the decayed wood In the soi 
and five or six old-fashioned wrough 
nails which held the coffins "together 
The house is being erected upon th 
spot by Contractor J..H. Feichter, an*. 
the discovery was made by his son 
F. L. Feichter. who was in charge o 
the work of excavation. ' 


Was Old Burial Ground. 


Local history established the fac 


that in an early day there was nea 
the spot where the discovery was madi 
today, both an Indian burial grouni 
and a cemetery which provided a fre 
place of interment for other dead o 
the city. It was abandoned more thai 
seventy, years ago, and it is eviden 
that the bones unearthed today wei 
overlooked when the dead - i n t e n . 
there were removed to other buria 
places.

MAY RECOGNIZE REBELS.

that a- public declaration to that ef- 
fect will be made in the near future 
The insurgent forces are In practica 
control of at least one half of the whole 
Nicaraguan territory and have pos- 
session of the entire Atlantic coast 
except Greytown and the blockade 
that port completes the whole line. 


The state department has heard 


nothing from any Nicaragua!! quarter 
since yesterday. 
The warships which 


have been dispatched to Nicaraguan 
ports were expected to arrive at their 
destinations some time today. 
Dr. 


Hazera, the Nicaraguan minister-de- 
signate, received this , morning 
the 


state department's note demanding an 
explanation from the Zelayan govern- 
ment of the execution of Cannon and 
ftace and reply therto is now being 
prepared. It was admitted at the le-. 
gation that a "report of the incident" 
had been received from Zelaya. 


It Is said that the revolutionists are 


conducting their movements against 
the Zelayan army in strictly military 
fashion on contrast to the methods of 
Zelaya, who is declared to have violat- 
ed many of the established rules of 
civilized warfare. 


SITUATION IS TENSE. 


Washington, Nov. ]<i._X tense sit- 


uation exists this morning- as the re- 
sult of the execution of two Amer- 
icans, Cannon and Grace, in Nicaragua 
by order of President Zelaya. 


The matter is new to tho public, but 


the state department for nearly forty- 
eight hours in confirmation 
of 
the 


main facts has adopted an attitude of 
reserve and is awaiting with due pa- 
tience some sort 
of an 
explanation 


from the Nicaraguan government. 


It is fairly assumed that the press 


dispatches last night are accurate in 
the statement that the men were exe- 
cuted after a court-martial trial on a 
charge that they had attempted by the 
use of dynamite mines to blow 
up 


some of President Zel.tya's troop trains. 
If tho department advices confirm this 
story, the question at_ issue will be 
whether the charge against the men, 
assuming that it is proven, justified 
their execution. 
Probably everything 


will depend upon the methods pursued 
by Cannon and Grace's attempt on Ze- 
iaya's forces. 


May Have Been Spies. 


If it should appear that tlie Amer- 


icans slipped within the lines ot the 
government 
forces 
under 
disguise 


when they planted their mines they 
might be regarded as spies and so sub- 
ject to summary execution. 
But if 


they ongraged In their work openly, it 
will probably be held that they should 
have been treated as prisoners of war 
on the theory that an attack upon a 
ship hy a mine is a legitimate net of 
lawful war. In the latter cnse there is 
no doubt that President Zelaya -will be 
called to-account and ample repara- 
tion demanded.

To this the Judge added a high trib- 


ute to Mr. Colerick as a lawyer and 
spoke of him as one of tho brightest 
stars who had made vacant a.placa 
that it will be difficult to fill. 
He- 


dwelt upon his friendship for-young 
men and his kindness'in the practice 
of his profession and tho fact that -he 
always carried warmth and bright- 
ness with him into a court room. 


Mr. Breen's Tribute. 


President "W. P. Ereen opened th« 


meeting by saying that no death had 
so profoundly touched the bar-as tha 
sad demise o£ "our friend," Henry 
Colerick, who had scattered sunshina 
along his pathway during hig many, 
years as a lawyer.

neighborhood commented on the spec- 
tacle of a husband dining at a down- 
town hotel while his wife and child at-i 
their meals elxewnhere. 


A man of hlsh attainments, out' of 


debt, and on the way to hisher thing-: 
in his profession, there seemed to be 
no reason for \\'hee!er to kill himself. 
His 
associates 
simply shake 
tht'ir 


heads as they discuss the stranso 
tragedy. 


"Tired of Living," His Reason. 


"Tired of living" was the cause as- 


signed by the chemist in a matter of 
fact note Ireml insly opened by hip 
widow yesterday afternoon. 


Wheeler's suicide was the culmina- 


tion of months of brooding, dating from 
the birth of his child, fourteen months 
ago. 
Kven at that time the chemist 


refused to RO to the bedside of his wife 
at the hospital. 


"Come over and see your baby and 


your wife," urcred thf physicians and 
the nurses. "Your wife needs you." 


"1 don't want to," replied-the scien- 


tist. 


Later, when urged to send a car- 


riage, that his wife might come home. 
Wheeler, it is said, replied lh.it she 
might wait until she was able to walk. 
And she did. 


Mrs. Wheeler, who was Miss Sarah 


Hiatt. oC Lawrence, Kan., met her hus- 
band when he was a student in the 
Kansas university. They were married 
three years ago. She explains her hus- 
band's Idiosyncrasies as the result of 
his extreme nervousness. 


Psychologists here admit that the 


case of the chemist Is baffling. There 
appeared to be no reason at all, except 
h!s peculiar hyper-sensitiveness, that 
he'should not live happily. 


Writes Wife of Death Plans. 


Wheeler kissed his wife good-by 


Wednesday morning at 8 o'clock and 
she never saw him alive again. 
She 


thought nothing of hi* absence in the 
daytime, as he had a habit \of dining 
out. 
Wednesday night Wheeler went 


to the chemical laboratory and wrote a 
letter to his wife,'explaining -what she 
should do^about financial matters and 
how she could collect $2,500 life In- 
surance. 
The letter ended: 


.';; am tired of living, so good-by. 
There is no use trying to find out what 
happened'to me, as';'three'and one-half 
G.. of KGN is responsible for my fate." 


KGN is potassium cyanide and "G." 


means grains. Wheeler knew well tho 
easiest route to eternity. He left thc- 
laboratory and walked to South Cam- 
pus, where : his body was found.

killed him almost instantly. A verdict 
of suicide was returned at an inquest.

Joseph Collins and Dr. Theodore Jane- 
way were called In consultation with 
Dr. Hodgson, and It was realized that 
Mr. Gilder had only a few hou.rs to 
live.

.1 do not pretend to know whether 


prohibition.or-regulation would be best 
for our country, but I want to put be- 
fore tho unprejudiced public a glimpse 
of just one home ruined by alcohol.

southern town, I'met a. girl—in fact, a 
mere child—In.whom I'became'greatly 
Interested. Her" life was not of the.

eeerned made for one another. 
'."When Beth told me of George's pro- 
po'sal, I urged her, .however, not to be 
h&sty. I felt it my duty to tell her of 
B&yijral drinking bouts In which he had 
been .mixed up. This made m impres- 
i\oji on her, as she came of a well- 
balanced family and had never seen 
ov^er-indulgence 
In intoxicants. 
So 


they 
were married. Shortly 
after, 


George received a very flattering offer 
tq'go to a distant city, which he ac- 
cepted. Life looked rosy, indeed, for 
them and they were very happy. 


•What has since happened has come 


to' me In disjointed sections, but I will 
gtve it as Beth's story. 


4-fter we' had been married a year 


George began, to drink. At first i" did 
not realize what it mcnnt to him and 
made no objections, for I loved him so 
blindly I could not bear to deny him 
anything 
he 
wanted 
For several 


months he flrank moderately'then, one 
night, he sent me a. message that he 
would bo detained. He had always 
been so truthful and "Square" with 
me that I did not dream he* was de- 
ceiving me, but he did not return until 
seven o'clock in the morning. He was 
haltered and bloody, his clothes In a 
filthy condition, 
and I was

frantic to see him in such a state,

dives In the city, having been driven 
from the more respectable or bettor 
regulated saloons. We were fortunate 
In having friends, who always came 
to the rescue when It became known 
that he was drinking. 


Except for George I was quite alone 


in the world, and 
shunned 
society, 


making few friends or acquaintances, 
for I felt that I could bear the disgrace 
and suffering better alone. After his 
debauches (he never camo home until 
dragged there), he would be brought 
home dirty, his 
clothes 
torn, 
and 


robbed of everything; money, watch; 
and scarf-pin. 


T always met him with open arms, 


and tried to be very kind to him, hop- 
ing to help him to overcome this hor- 
rible thing that was making life a hell 
to us both. He was always repentant 
and full of remorse, vowing that it was 
the end and he would never touch an- 
other drop. Sometimes he braced up 
for a month or more, and during that 
time he-would nttcnd strictly to busi- 
ness. 
There was never anything In 


our home life to cause him to drink, 
for we were perfectly happy together, 
and except for alcohol, life would have 
been Ideal.

could find no trace of .him, and hesi- 
tated to ask any one to help me. be- 
cause 
ot my shame 
for 
him. My 


money was almost gone and my nerves 
In a dreadful condition, for I had sat 
at tho -window for two nights waiting, 
and straining every nerve to catch the 
sound of hoof-beats on the asphalt. 


On the third night, the long-expected 


cab stopped before 
the 
door ' and 


George stumbled into the house, crip- 
pled and covered with blood.. 
I got 


him to bed as soon as possible (I was 
struggling with a nervous chill) and 
called a physician. Upon his arrival, 
he looked, very gravo, for there was a 
deep gash to be sewed up and a seri- 
ously fractured bone. It was probable

We made some new; friends, and 


had a very delightful time with-them 
until liquor began to. flow too freely. 
What a pity that no entertainment Is 
considered complete without drink of 
some' sort. On several occasions there 
was entirely too much and George had 
his full capacity..' .. 


It kept me constantly maneuvering 


to keep my friends from learlng the 
truth about him. As on previous oc- 
casions, his debauches at first came at 
long intervals, then, as there was al- 
ways a glass "in a social way," 'the 
old order of things returned.

HOLDS ROAD LAW INVALID. 


Supreme Court Declares Act is Special 


and Unconstitutional. 


On the ground that It was a special 


and local-act, the supreme court yes- 
terday declared the' three-mile grave] 
road law unconstitutional, and for the 
same reason invalidated all those sec- 
tions of the road law which provided 
for the building- of roads by taxation 
upon the township rather than the 
land 
benefited. 
The 
opinion 
was 


written by Judge Jordan. 


Judge Jordan referred to the sec- 


tion of the act which provided that 
only such roads could be authorized 
to be constructed by taxation which 
were In a, township which included 
an incorporated city or ton-n having 
not less than 30,000 inhabitants. 
This 


provision, he declared, made the law. 
a special and local act. because it ex- 
cluded 'townships having no city or 
town of 30,000 and all townships hav- 
ing no incorporated city or town. Such 
a classification he declared not a nat- 
ural or reasonable one, as it could not 
be reasoned that only townships cf 
the class 
designated 
had highways

RAIL MEN RI6K LIFE IN TEST. 


Engine Bears Down on Train, but De- 


vice Prevents Craih. 


President Jacob A. Cauter and Vice 


President Oliver W. Bird, of the Auto- 
matic Signal 
company, and about 


twenty railroad men representing the 
Erie, Pennsylvania, New York Central, 
and other railroads, were passengers 
Wednesday in a special train consist- 
ing of locomotive and tender and two 
cars employed in a thrilling tesi. 
>The run was made over the Erie 
tracks between Newark • and Nutley, 
N. J, to prove the efficacy o{ a new 
eleotrio automatic safety device. To- 
ward th« train in which the railroad 
men rods came an engine which had 
been etirted more than a mile away. 
Both ipeclal and engine were going 
-thirty miles -an hour and a collision 
•WM Inerltable should the safety de- 
vice fall-'to- work. 


It did- not fall. • -Instead. - when the 


feat approaching engines got within 
half a mfla ol each 
other, the air 


brakes get fttrtomatlcally, not with a 
suddennean which brought the convey- 
ance* to ft quick halt, but with the 
sam« gradually, increasing force a 
skillful engineer would 
employ 
in 


bringing his train, to a halt. 


Both engines 
slowly stopped, far 


enough from each other to avoid the 
slightest chance of mishap, 
yet 
on 


neither of the locomotives did the en- 
gineer move a hand toward the throttle 
lever or air brake control. Everything, 
was done automatically. 


The test was repeated six times at 


various speeds and' over various dis- 
tances, and not once did the automatic 
device fall to work. At the close of 
the tests the railroad men declared the 
device had fulfilled their greatest ex- 
pectations. 


Tho Invention is operated by a third 


rail such as Ms used on electric rail- 
roads. 
A shoe from the Jocomotive 


touches the rail and receives the power 
through it both for the operation of 
the emergency brake and for the tele- 
phone. 
The principle Is 
similar to 


that of tha block signal system.
